Asshe faced the tide, coming o starl,
the water nearly ran over her.

“The crew were not in high condlition, gene-
rally. I have long seen this with regret.  Buy
it £ o polnt on which they were touchy, and [
could not approach it without otfensc, Proofs :
Lioil on Loring's neck. bloodless lips, especially
of Simmons, and a general want of that spright-
liness that resnlta (rom high coodition. They
waore, however, hard in musele<harder than the
Oxford crew. Yot Simmons had dinrrhaa on
the day and for forty-elght hours previously,

“In the race, Oxford did oot wait for them as
they sometimes do for the Cambridee, but pulled
all “they kpew from the first, A little above
Hammersmith bridge they were distressed, but
got socond wind afterwards,

“Thelr beantiful finish, as shown in practice,
Asappeared in the race, and little remained of
their form bt their true time, the guiek ad-
vance of the arm, and the Keen eateh at first ol
the stroke, which have won them the day so
often. Huarvard pulled the handsomer stroke ol
the two. N, B.—In practicing, just the revoerse,

“The ridiculous theory of the London press
j& answered by this, that Harvard kept the same
form in practice and in the struggle. Oxford
did not.

“These remarks are at your service, 1 think
you may rely upon their aceuracy., As to the
dip forward of boat, my opluion was shared to
the full by o distinguished oarsman, with whom
I compared notes, with the eraft and her beha-
vior in gight.

Accurnte Description of the Scene of the Dis-
aster—The Miners' Safety Lamps—In the La-
byrinthe of Darkness—The Fire- dnmp,

The Avondale mine has been worked for two
yoars, Three months pgo the miners strack, They
resumed work on Thursday last. The mine 18 en-
tered by u shaft on the hiliside. This s the only
entrance.  Wooded bulldings, 100 feet high and 200
feet Jong, coverad the mouth of the shaft, The mine
WIIFIlIlI'Ii with narrow passuges from four to ten
fect high, which occaslonally opened into Immense
pockets or cuves, A rallroad triack was nid on the
bottom of each of these passiges ‘U'he cars were
filed with conl, three-quarters of a mile from the
shaft, by the miners ut work. The coul cars were
then run through the various woorden-supported
pussages to the shaft. They were then run upon &
platform. which wis ralsed 1o the top of the Bhaft,
the same a8 f Common elevator or a vertical ratlway,
When the cars regcled the earth's surfnee they were
run out over i trestle rallway throngh the wooden
hutldiogs and domped.

ENTERING THR MINE,

A person wishing to enter the mine wonld get into
an cmpty coal car, whion Wik then ron upon the
clevator at the top of the shaft, At & given slg-
nal the ety car would drop, and at the same time
a loaded car would ascend the double shinft. As the
bottom was strock, the ¢mpty car would gllde ot
into ndark passage, and aloaded car would ke s
place.

THE LAMY AND DAKKE TUNNELS,

rinthy, expanding occasionaliy into Iimmense pocketa
or “‘breasts,” where larger binsts than usual are
made, The conl 18 cracked by these blasts, and
luosenet Ly the pick and shovel, after which the cirs
are flled. The miners work in these dark gialleries
n groups of from five to a dozen men. The cars
hold about two tons aplece,  In Lrisk times the
mine with turn out avout gve hundred tonsa day,
The miners proper work by the carload, aud easily
MURe fve Aollprs per doay,  The male Doys generally
get tive dollnrs per week. The men who hamlle the

THE DEADLY VIRE AND CHOKE DAMP.

fog for coul it will frequently issue in jers called
blowers, AL times, when the cavities are broken
into the coal by plekd or crowoars, these blowers
will burst sut, creating o singing noise by the foree
current, The great danger |8 [rom openiig pent-up
reservolrs holding under great pressare  fmmense
bodies of gns disseminated through large areas of
coal, or collected in abandoned worklngs.,

AN EXPLOSION,

When such bodies are iInflamed, the whole atmo-
gphere of that portion of the mine explodes, and the
conl dust noating through the passages Is ignited,
The mipe 18 like the Interior of o tlery furnace. The
flames rush through the long corridors, causing re-
peated explosions.  In gome cases they spriog up the
shafts as If lssning from the crater of the voleano,
The subterranean walls are frequently shaken as if
by an earthquuke. The miners Iin thelr workings,
thelir lghts Blown out by the foree of the explosion,
hasten through the dark passages, stumbling over
heaps cf rubbish.

THE FATAL FURNACE,
It 15 possible that the sccilent gt the Avondale
mine w ‘aused by one of these explosions  Per-

THE PIT OF THE DEAD,

frightful rapldity, and the bulldings above were
wrapped o fames so guickly that the engineers and
others burely bad time to escape. The wood of the
shuft either caught fire from the furnace or the
rushing blaze came from the Hghting of o (re-Aauip
within the mine, The dryness of the mine favors
the former supposition, bat the sulphurous gades
choking the explorers, and the feetness of the fire,
would Indlcate an fgoltion of a fire-damp. In either
page every soul in the mine has perished. The tele-

Noone has been down since the gang
lnst reported, and although an effort 1s muking
to get another gang to go, and although those
who have not yet been down are ready, those in
authority are afrald to run the risk unless some
one who has been down goes along,

Beyond all Hope.

Obeervation thus far convinees us, as [t also
does all who express an oplolon, that the 202
men are beyond all hope of rescue, and some
time must elapge befors another gang will he
ready to venture down, as they are all worn out.

The air iu the mine Is gradually becoming
more foul and dangerous; and some considerable
time, probably days, will elapse before there
will be n chance to get at the men, and the brave
men who venture will be able to withstand the
fumes of the gas long enough o learn anyvthing
detinite. :

To these
fncts must be added that the mine had no air-
hole distinet from the shaft, The miners, work-
ing far down in the howels of the earth, had
but that one aperture by which to secure egress
to the surface; that cot off, the wholesale de-
struction of buman lfe which has occurred was
sure o happen,

I am informed that very fow of the mines have
been designed to prove, like Avondale, a horri~
ble sepulchre from a teivinl cause, but are gene-

The Last Ry of Hope Fled,

Where the Bedies Were Found,

they had fled for safety from the fatal choke-
damp, they found the bodies of the 208 miners
dead. They lnid piled upon each other, in all
concelvable positions.  Thelr features were con-
tracted In the agonies of death.

The Walls of the Living.

When the dreadful intelligence renched the
surfnce, and pagsed with lightnlng rapidity from
lip to lip, & wail of woe was sent forth like the
parting strain of o dying hope. Notwithstand-
ing that all were nssured there could be no one
wlive in the mine, there still lingered a belief
that some ten, twenty, or thirty would be found
alive, and among this small number o fond wife,
child, or parent Imagined those most dear to
them.
